Democrats Yesterday.

Purity of Ballot Fund Used to Pur- 


chase Votes- 


Among the most important of the politi- 


cal meetings held yesterday afternoon wa* 
that of the Columbian Democratic club in 
St. Joseph's Hall, 1) lit ton street. Presi- 
dent M. J. 
G'ryan introduced President 


Benson of the common council to preside 
and after making brief remarks tho iattpr 
piosenied William F. Courtney, Esq., as, 
the next mayor of Lowell. 


Air. Courtney was received with enthus- 


iastic applause, »nd on behalf o£ the dem- 
ocracy of Lowell, thanked 
the meeting, 


lie entered upon a discussion of the Issues 
of the present campaign, lie denounced 
the tax juggling policy of tho present ad- 
ministration explaining how thr repub- 
licans through Mayor Pickman had stalled 
out with a "Pay as you go" policy, but in 
making the appropriations had only called 
for enough to pay tho current expenses 
for nine months. At the same time the 
valuation was Increased by about $4,000,- 
DUO whereas the natural increase in the 
value of properly is between $700,000 and 
$800,000. 
This was done deliberately to 


make n false show of economy, but the tax 
payers did not appreciate a change that 
made the tax rate toity cents less, and the 
uuiount of the taxes much moie than in tlip 
previous year. In one case a plot of land 
was purchased at four cents a foot, but 
the assessors valued it at seven cents a foot. 
in 
another case a piece of real es- 
tate was taxed $7 last year, hut this year 
the tax bill was So4. The increase in the 
taxes on real estate throughout the city* 
was 
felt 
by 
those 
who 
had 


to pay the taxes. And it ia a mistake to 
suppose that only the owners of real estate 
pay taxes on property. 
Evoiy family that 


lures a tenement and pays lent mustneces- 
sarilyipay taxes because.tuo higher the taxes 
and other charges upon the property, the 
higher will be the rent. Tints it is that 
the high taxes on prupaity are ultimately 
paid by the poor families who hire their 
tenements as well as by those who are for- 
tunate enough to own their homes. 


The attitude of the republican party to 


the laboring classes was next leforred to. 
The republicans say they are the friends 
oi the laboring people, but their acts belie 
the statement. The democrats in tho city 
council favored every measure intended to 
beneiit labor, but the republicans have 
uniformly opposed such measures. The 
republican papers 
have 
endeavored to 


cause dissatisiactlon among the mill oper- 
atives by the statement that worthless men 
are earning more than they on the s>ewers 
and streets. The same papers have ridi- 
culed the men in the street department 
because a !e.\v of them happened to be un- 
fortunate enough to be fined in the police 
court. Nevertheless they are now earning 
an honest living and thu attacks upon them 
constitute an example of the methods to 
which iheso republican organs resort. Re- 
publicans would likq to see the rate of 
wages reduced from $2 a day;if they had it 
in their power they would soon cut down 
the wages of tho street employes. 
But it 


is piain that the higher tlie rate of wages 
the better for laborers in general. 


If wages .'are high in ono department 


they are likely to bo increased in other de- 
partments. 
Alaiiy men who now have 


families wero themselves dcpuved of the 
advantages of education bin they want to 
have their families educated and the higher 
the rale of wages the more likely are they 
to be able to give iheir families all tlio op- 
portunities of advancement that aie avail- 
able in the various walks of life. 
The speaker next assailed the iccord of 


republican'alcloimeri on the license ques- 
tion, enumerating some charges which 
would be subject for criminal ptosecutiou 
if proved against those impliL-ated. 
He hoped that liquor dealers and all 


others would stand loyally by the pai ty. 
He bad beard rumors of defections in cer- 
tain qtiarteis, but was not disposed to be- 
lieVH ihem. 
HP predicted victory for Ihe 


democracy if the voters would only stand 
by ibcir party. It this were done there 
would bo no need of seeking licenses from 
republican aldermen. 


The religious issue injected into the cam 


palgn was a most objectionable featuie aud 
one which he hoped would be met in the 
proper way by deaiociats. 
No true demo- 


crat, rio Catholic will ix^k a ninn's religion 
before voting for him, provided the candi- 
date be known to bo true to ihe principles 
of democracy. That is tho only tost in the 
democratic party. 
In conclusion Mr. Courtney eulogized 
the candidates on the demociitic ticket, 
from 
Johnson and Consiantineau, tho 


nominees for aidermon-at-lar^o, to A, A. 
Con way, the nominee fioua llu- sixth ward. 
He urged loyal support to the ticket anrt 
said that only this was requited to win a 
glorious victory on Tuesday.

Fisher II. Pearson was next introduced. 


n« mado a brief speech treated by Mr. 
Courtney, and tl.anked tho club for its 
kind invitation and its. manifestation of a 
desire to see him elected. Ite was con- 
fident judging from tho past that not only 
the Columbian club, but all of Ward One 
would do its full duty by the ticket 'on 
Tuesday. 


Mi. IJacley of Ward Three was well re 


ceived. lie stated that he was a democrat, 
had voted the straight ticket sincu he was 
old enoiiah 10 i-njoy that privilege. 
He 


felt honored In be. ng the lepre entative on 
Hie lii-ket from the strongest democratic 
ward in the rity and uas confident that 
Ward One like Ills own ward would sup- 
port the ticket from top to bottom. 
Anthony A. Conway was the next speaker.

Why did not the republican framers of 


the charter put this feature under a separ- 
ate question that the 'voters might pass 
upon it separately? 


No this would give the voters an oppor- 


tunity to defeat it. At present if there is 
a majority ot "yes" votes for the revision 
of the charter or for the first question this 
minority representation will be carried. 
This is practically smuggling a most im- 
portant provision under cover of a ques- 
tion which makes no reference to it what- 
ever. This is one ot the most dishnnest 
and treacherously partisan features of the 
whole measure. 
This flagrant attempt to

be lebnked by an emphatic "No." 
It is

It is now admitted that no democrat had 


anything to do with drawing up the city 
charter. It was drafted by non-partisan 
republicans namely Mr. Smith of the board 
of trade Ool. Chad'wick, a rank partisan, a 
few other gentlemen equally partisan. Be- 
take their audacity by voting "No" on 
tne first question. 


The campaign now closing has been the 


most disgraceful in the memory of man. 
The republicans went to the most audaci- 
ous extremes. They had little or nothing 
to say asjamst the candidates that anybody 
would believe, but they, went outside fqr 
men w'hom they could assil., They made a 
geueral target of Jlr. Survey. They have 
trumped up some kind of a charee against 
him for illegal registration, and have given 
it an aspect'of criminality by bringing thp 
matter into police court. 
They have de- 


nounced the city laborers as jail birds and 
bummers, and they have informed the dis- 
trict attorney that one man against whom 
there was a standing conviction for viola- 
tion of the liquor law, was at work on the 
sewer. That man Dolan they have sent to 
jail. 
All this they have done to divert at- 


tention from their trick tax rate and their 
excessive valuation, irona the policy of ob- 
taining loans to meet current expenses and 
of general extravagance.

The Citizen has endeavored to shield the 


republican nominees from criticism by 
raising side issues such as that in relation 
to Mr. Qarvey. 
Mr. Pickman is respon- 


sible for this and will regret having advised 
such a course.

The democrats will bring charges far 


more serious against certain republican 
Candidates after election day.

PARIS, Dec. It.—After a dfiy of great ex- 


citement, following the explosion, of a 
bomb iu the. chamber of doputfes, the au- 
thorities have announced that they have 
the bomb-thrower in custody; the mis- 
treant is named Vaillant, Rliiis Murchal; 
he is au amivchlfat, aud has made a, full 
confession. 


News to ^he effect that the 
bomb- 


thrower v> n?< in the hands of tho pulico 
T/as circulated at noon yesterday, but tho 
repoit was not coiillr.in.ud Tintil tho official 
nmiounccnieiiti 'wan imnle thin evoning, 
und now till 1'aias will sleep easier and 
await later developments. 


Marchal, it appr-ara, WUH among the in- 


|iu-ed persons taken to the Hotel IMra. 
under the suspiciouij.at the authorities 
Mid pressed by the prefect of police ha 
Aiado a full confession. 


The discovery oi the anarchist fiend was 


made iu the inllowing manner: 
Among 


the persons questioned by the police was 
a, man. whoso uoso WUH almost blown off, 
by the explosion of the bomb in the 
chamber of deputies. The suspect gave 
the name of Vaillant, and hays that ho 
lives at Choisy-la-Koi. 
This man, who 


was attended by the physicians sum- 
moned to the chamber after the explosion, 
was lakun to the [lotel Dieu after being 
examined by the prefect of police. 


At the hospital mentioned the suspect 


was carefully watched by four detectives, 
and it was noticed lie gave the name of 
Marchal when his "pedigree" was taken 
upon entering the Hotel Dieu. This was 
reported to tho authorities, and confirmed 
the suspicions already entertained regard- 
ing tho wounded man, and several detec- 
tives were immediately started out with 
instructions to spend tho night in estab- 
lishing the identity of VailMiit or Mar- 
chal, and to furnish a complete report of 
the man and his surroundings. 


JPrompt Work of Police. 


This was done: the detectives worked 


quickly and cleverly on the case, and thu 
prefect of police was soon in possession of 
several police reports uonceraiiig the 
suspect, which Upon being joined together 
and condensed made it clear to *iie au- 
thorities that the man in the Hotel Dieu 
was a dangerous anarchist named Vail- 
lant, who was bor^n at Mezierus, a strongly 
fortified town of about 6000 population in 
the Department of Ardennes, 


Vaillant is 82 years of age, and has lived 


a roving life. During this roving Vaillant 
passed several years in Buenos Ayres, and 
in 1887 he returned to France and married. 
He now has two children. Vaillant, how- 
ever, soon deserted his wife. 
, Still, according to the police reports, 
since 1884 Vaillant has been,identified 
with the extremes branch of the socialists 
and with the {regular anarchist groups. 
He made himself prominent by the incen- 
diary nature of his speeches and by his 
bitter0 denunciations of the bourgeoisie, 
and eventually became a member of the 
revolutionists' socialist group of the 18th 
orrondissement of Paris, This, in brief, 
is the cream of the report of the detec- 
tives who workpd up the ease. 


M. Lepiue, the prefect of police, the 


public prosecutor and the examining 
magistrate visited the Hotel Dieu and hud 
a long interview with Vaillant, who at 
first protested his innocence. 


Finally, the public prosecutor said to 


the suspect: "Your name is Vaillant and 
not Marchal, as you claimed when you 
came to the hospital." 


After a moment of hesitation, the sus- 


pected man admitted his identity, and 
confessed that he had thrown the bomb, 
which in exploding wounded nearly a 
hundred people in the chamber of depu- 
ties. 


When questioned as to his reasons for 


attempting to take the live0 of so many 
people, Vaillant replied, defiantly: 
"I 


wished to deal a thoroughly dramatic 
blow at the institutions of the country 
and wished, to cause a great sensation. I 
endeavored to aim the bomb atM. Dupuy, 
the president of the chamber of deputies. 
I glory in the act, and I only regret that 
my hand swerved and that the bomb did 
not explode near the mark." 


How tho IJouib WHS 3riulo. 


Vail! ant, in appearance, it. a big blonfie 


man with a heavy blonde mustache and a 
hardened 
expression of countenance, 


which seemed to light up with a strange 
fire an he described, wilii much gusto and 
in great 
detail, how the 
bomb was 


thrown. 


ATnillant said that the bomb he used 


was n little iron nance-pan' \vhich ho 
bought at a iKV/.numrav the Hotel ilu Ville 
quite recently. 
The 
bomb sauce-pan 


when traded contained, hi1 wild, a num- 
ber of the nails. 
Inside the sauce-Van 


was* a tube with a compressed center. Iu 
the tube v>ere picric nciil and prussltitoof 
sotln, thebri being feeparak'd ill the point 
where the tube WUH compressed by a 
small ball of cotton saturated with sul- 
pimric a.eid, which, at a given inomenl, 
won d be consumed by the sulphurioaeid, 
thus allowing the picric neitl ami prus- 
sJatc to mix and cause im explosion." 
- The anarchist then described, in detail, 
a variety oi objaclh whiuh, ho,sa^d, would 
be found in his Ictflgings at the Hotel tie 
L'Uiiion, 5" RueDagucrre, where Vaillant 
lived under the name oi Jiarohai. 
"But," Vaillant added, "11 you are go- 


ing to beayuh my room, you had better 
be careful'in disturbing things unless you 
want to be blown to pieces." 


Jfot So Bml :vs Ho Wished. 


Vaillnnt said last night; "I waited for 


more than au hour before throwing the 
bomb, in the hope that a favorable chance 
would pi'esei it itself to cast i u the (spot I 
hud picked oiit.. At length, thinking that 
an opportune time had arrived, I arose 
trom my seat in the gallery and hurled 
the box, aiming it at President Dupuy's 
table. As I did so a woman who was 
Seated in front of me resented my leaning 
over her and pushed rne backward. I 
was thus prevented from throwing the 
bomb exactly as 1 intended. 1 did not in- 
tend to kill anyone," Vaillant calmly and 
cooly said, " but only to wound 150 or 200 
of the deputies. I was especially anxious 
that M. Casimir-Peri. r should he among 
those injured by (he explosion. 
The wounded deputies are progressing 


towards recovery. 
It is said that the total number of the 


Injured is 63. Of these 20 are deputies and 
.48 spectators.

ocracy of Lowell, thanked tbe meeting. 
He entered upon a discussion of the issues 
of i lie present campaign. lie denounced 
the tax juggling policy of the present ad- 
ministration explaining how tli.r repub- 
licans through Mayor Pickman had started 
out with a 4'Fay as you go" policy, ' but in 
making the appropriations had only called 
forenuugh to pay the current expenses 
for niue monihs. Ai the same time the 
valuation was increased by about $4,000,- 
HUO whereas the natural increase in 
the 


value of property is between $700,000 and 
SSOO.OOO. This was done deliberately to 
make a false show of economy, but the fax 
payers did not appreciate a change that 
made the tax rate forty cents less, and the 
amount of the taxes much more than in the 
previous year. In one cuso a plot of land 
was purchased at four cents a foot, but 
the assessors valueditatseven cents a foot. 
In 
another case a piece of 
real 
es- 


tate was taxed ST last year, but this year 
the tax bill was S54. The increase in the 
taxes on real estate throughout the city' 
was 
, felt 
by 
those 
who 
had 


to pay the taxes. And it is a mistake to 
suppose that only the owners of real estate 
pay taxes on property. 
Every family that 


hires a tenement and pays rent mustneces- 
sarilyjpay ta xes because.the higher the taxes 
and other charges upon, the property, the 
higher will be the rent. Thus it is that 
tha hia'u taxes on property are ultimately 
paid by the poor families who hire their 
tenements as well as by those who are for- 
tunate enough to own their homes. 


The attitude of the republican party to 


the laboring classes was next referred to. 
The republicans say they are the friends 
of tbe laboring people, but their acts belie 
the statement. The. democrats in the city 
council favored every measure intended to 
benefit labor, but the republicans have 
uniformly opposed such measures. 
The 


republican papers 
have 
endeavored to 


cause dissalislaction among the mill oper- 
atives by ihe statement that worthless men 
are earning more tban they on the sewers 
and streets. The same papers have ridi- 
culed the men in the street department 
because a few of them happened to be un- 
fortunate enough to be fined in the police 
court. Nevertheless they are now earning 
an honest living and the attacks upon them 
constitute an example of the methods lo 
which these republican orgaqs resort. Re- 
publicans would like, to see the rate of 
•wages reduced from S2 a day;if they had it 
in their power thev would soon ciit down 
the wages of the street employes. 
But it 


is plain that the higher tue rate of wages 
the better for laborers in general. 


If wages .are high in one department 


they are likely lo be increased in other de- 
partments. 
Many men who now have 


families were themselves deprived of the 
ailvaotases of education but they want to 
have their families educated and the higher 
the rate of wages .the more likely are they 
to be able to give their families all thn op- 
portunities of Advancement that ace avail- 
able in the various walks of life. 


The speaker next assailed the record of 


republican'aldermen on the license jues- 
lion, enumerating some charges which 
would be subject for criminal prosecution 
if proved agaiust those implicated. 
lit hoped ibat liquor dealers and all

At the hospital mentioned the suspect 


was carefully watched by four detectives, 
and it was noticed he gave the mime of 
Marchal when his "pedigree" -vvas.taken 
upon entering the Hotel Dieu. This was 
reported to the authorities, and confirmed 
the suspicions already entertained regard- 
ing the wounded man, and several detec- 
tives were immediately started out with, 
instructions to spend the night in estab- 
lishing the identity of Vailh(nt or Mar- 
chal, and to furnish a complete report of 
the man and his surroundings. 


Prompt Work of Police. 


This was done: the detectives -worked 


quickly, and cleverly on the case, and the 
prefect of police was soon in possession of 
several police reports . concerning 
the 


suspect, -which. Upon being joined together 
and condensed miide it clear to *je au- 
thorities that the man in tlie Hotel-Dieu 
was a dangerous anarchist, named 'Vail- 
lant, who was born at Mezieres, a strongly 
fortified town of about 5000 population in 
the Department of Ardennes." 


Vaillant Is 32 years of age, and has lived 


a roving life. During this roving Vaillant 
passed several years in Buenos Ayrea, and 
in 1887 he returned to France and married. 
He now-has two children. Vaillant,-how- 
ever, soon deserted his wife. 
' . . . 


[ Still, according to the; police reports, 
:Bince. 1884 Vaillant,.has been.identified 
-Tvitlutlie extreme..branch of the'spciulists 
and with' the [regular, 'anarchist 'group's. 
He mode himself prominent, by the incen- 
diary nature of his speeches and by his 
'bitter, denunciations of the bourgeoisie, 
and eventually became a member ol the 
revolutionists' socialist group, of. the 18th 
arrondisgement of Paris, This, in brief, 
is the cream of the report of the detec- 
tives who worked up the case. 


M. Lepine, the prefect' of police, the 


piiblic prosecutor and the examining 
magistrate visited the Hotel Dieu and had 
a long interview with Vaillanfc, -who at 
first protested his innocence. 
' Finally, the public prosecutor said to 
the suspect-. "Your name ia Vaillant and 
not Marchal, as you claimed when .you 
came to the hospital." 


After a moment of hesitation, the sus- 


pected man admitted his identity, and 
confessed that he had thr6-wn the bomb, 
which in exploding wounded nearly u 
hundred people in the chamber of depu- 
ties. 
, When questioned as to his reasons for 
attempting to take tho live1; of so many 
people, Vaillant replied, defiantly: 
"I 


•wished to deal a thoroughly dramatic 
blow at the institutions of the country 
and wished to cause, a great sensation. I 
endeavored to aim the bomb atM. Dupuy, 
the president of the chamber of deputies. 
I glory in the act, inid I only regret that 
my hand swerved and that tho "bomb did 
not explode near the mnrk."

At length, thinking that 
an opportune time had .ai.xived,' I arose 
from niy seat iu the gallery . and. hurled 
the box, aiming it at President Dupuy's 
table. As I did so a woman ,\vho was 
fieated in front of me resented my leaning

bomb exactly as I intended. I did not in- 
tend to kill anyone," Vaillant calmly and 
coolysaid, " but only to wound 150 or 200 
of the deputies, I was especially anxious, 
thatM.

The tsirilT 
will not conic up for debate -until the 18th 
lit the c-iirliost, although if the present 
intention of the Democratic nicmherH ol 
the wnjB and means committee holds, tho 
bill—thnt ia, the custom fentures o! the 
bill—will 1'B reported ou'Wedncsday.' 


The ?jill for the admission of Utah will 


nguin come up pt once. On Tuesday the 
committee on judiciary meets nnd it i.s 
understood thnt it \vill immediately re- 
port Tvith a-favorable recommendation 
Mr. Bailey's bill for an estiiblinhmejit for 
a, voluntary system of Imnkniptey. 


A favorable report upon the bill to re- 


fund the cotton tax collected dviring the 
period between 1S&) and 18«3, amounting 
to S68,072,3S8, has been ordered by the 
judieinry committee, and it is the desire 
of the southern members that it receive 
consideration this week. It i.s not im- 
probable that tho Hawaiian affair may 
rfuch the arena of debate in the house in 
Borne form before the week closes. 


The senate will in all probability phinge 


into a politico! discussion at the beginning 
of the week npon tlie motion which Sena- 
tor Hall has given notice thnt hu will 
make today to have the senate take 
np his bill of th« repeal of the federal 
election law. 


Senator Hill's motion was antagonized 


by a counter motion from Senator Hoar 
to refer the bill to the committee of privi- 
leges and elections, vrhich will be ottered 
as a substitute.

The program for the week also promises 


R speech from Senator JJorrill on the 
financial features of the president's mes- 
sage.

It is 
understood on nil hands that the presi- 
dent will send his reply to the senate reso- 
lution of inquiry early in the week, giving 
in detail his instructions to Minister 
Willis, and all other information in his 
possessHon. 


Slora About tho Tariff Bill. 


Chairman TViJson of. the committee on 


ways and means stated lustnight that the 
Democratic members of the committee 
had taken no action whatever upon the 
matter of changing the tax on whisky. 


Disclaiming any .intention to intimate 


that the committee might not determine 
to make u change in the whisky tax, Mr. 
Wilson culled attention to -the fact that 
such change would necessitate u. revision 
of those schedules o£ the customs duties 
affecting 
articles 
containing alcohol. 


These hod been arranged upon the basis 
of the present tax, and an increase of the 
sum would entail a revision of the rates 
ou importations, if the general proportion 
between tho two parts of the bill were to 
be maintained. 


Mr. Wilson, waa.usked aa to .the proba- 


bilities of the .discussion upon the bill. 
"Xot more than two or three daya will 


be required to pass the bill through the 
committee," ho answered. "Then there 
will be the preparation of the reports to 
follow.r 
- 


"It will take pretty rapid work to in- 


sure n beginning of the debate before the 
holidays. Then the announcL-ment that 
the committee had decided to report the 
bill to the house on the 13th iiist., and 
thnt the debate should begin on the 18th, 
was not founded upon any action by the 
committee," the reporter suggested. 


"No," replied Mr. Wilson, "nothing 


definite has beea determined in that re- 
gard." 


air.Cnll'H Protest. 


Representative McCall ot Massachu- 


setts, who inaugurated the movement to 
have the date at which the new tariff bill 
should go into effect, not being satisfied 
with the present aspect of affairs on this 
point, has addressed a letter to Chairman 
Wilson of the ways and means committee 
in which he expresses the hope that the 
time fixed for the bill to take effect mny 
be changed to n date at least six months 
later. 


Mr. McCall argues that the element of 


uncertainty should be done away with, 
and that it is wise anil just that some no- 
tice should be given to the business in- 
terests of the country, in order that they 
may be adapted to the schedules of the 
new tariff. Mr. McCall says: "It is pro- 
vided in the bill that it shall go into op- 
eration March 1 next. There is in effect 
no notice whatever. It would be extraor- 
dinary it the bill should have passed 
both houses at so early a date, still more 
extraordinary thnt it should pass without 
material amendments. 


"Xo manufacturer or importer 
can 


know what percentage of duty to calcu- 
late upon bia business, even for so early .1 
time as March or April. If a device were 
sought for imposing still further caution 
upon our business nieu, and notifying 
them to restrict as far us possible all their 
operations, no more ingenious a scheme 
could be devised than is presented by this 
feature of the published bill. 


"To thus needlessly intensify the horror 


of the situation iu the midst of winter, 
when cold will add to the pangs of hun- 
ger, involves a responsibility such as few 
ttatesmeu T/oald cnre to assume."
